And ſurely (1 confefe truth) the ſerious confideration of this ſo late, 
forrue,ſo ſtrange an exawple, ha thbin aſpur to my ſlownes, and whated my dul! ſpi- 
rits,and mademe to eſteeme morehighly of Religion than I'didbefore. 1 know it is an 
accuſation of my ſclfe,anda diſcloling of my owne ſhame to conteſle thus much ; bi ic 
isa glory to God,an honour to Religion,a creditro rhe truth, and apraiſc to this noble 
Marqueſſe,and therefore I will nothide it. 

And why ſhould 1 ſhamers confeſſe it > when that famous and renowned man of 
God, holy Caluine freely confeſferh (as inthe ſequellof rhis ſtory you ſhall heare) thar 
this noble mans example did greatly confirme himin his Religion,and did revive and 
ſtrengrhen his faith, and checre up allthe holy graces of God in him. andfurejy 
(moſt worthy Lord, and honourable Ladies)this cannotbur coufirme and comfort you

being a rare example of a moſt ſtrange and ſeldome ſcene conftancy,in 


the defence of godlineſſeandirue Chriſtian Religion, 


g Ec was borne at Naples, a renowned Citty in 
Tab inthe moneth of Japuary, in the yeare of 
Chriſt 3517. aHis fathers name was Calarto- arp... 
ins, who was deſcended of the ancient and yeare 46. 
noble houſe ofthe (arracciolies,in the Country Lather began' 
of Capna. This Calantonixs,even in his youth, 52 preachthe 
was not onely well reſpe&ed, but highly eftee. Golpell, 
med, and a fajmilljar friend of that noble Prioce 
of Orange, who afcerthe taking and ſacking of 
Rome, was placed in the roome of the Duke of Borben: yea his faithful. 
nefle and induſtry was ſo well approved tothe Prince (aoftentimes a- 
fore,{o eſpecially)atthe fiegeof Naples, what time it vas affaulted by 
Lotrechiss,aschat afterward, when the Emperour Charles the fifth of 
that name, (who then was at Rome to receive the Imperiall Crowne, and 
other ornaments of the Empire) did appoint the {aid Prince With cer= 
taine forces, to g9e and befiegethe City of Florence; he thought itnecd- 
full ro takerhe laid Calartovius with him, for his wiſedome and grave 
counſel], From whence when that ſervice was ended, hee being ſent 
to Ceſar himſelte, hee did ſo wiſely demeane himſclſe in all hisaffaires, 
and did fo ſufficiently fatisfiethe Emperour in all things, that he made 
good in cycry point, that worthy teſtimony which the Prince had pu 
gets c ED | 2

_ ofhim; whereupon he being at that cims moſt honourably entertained 


of the Emperour himſelfe, was by him not onely adyanced to the 
fate and title ofa Marqueſle, but alſo equally joyned in commiſſion 
with the Viceroy of Naples (for his wiſcdome and experience inall 
kindeof affaires) te bee afſiſtantunto him, and fellow with himin ſway 
ing the Scepter of that Kingdome, In which office and fanRion he ſo 
carried himſelfe, as he wonnethe good willof both ſmall- and oreat, As 
well of the Nobles, as of the Commonalty : yea inſomuch as hee was 
deeply inveſted inthe favour ofthe Emperour Charles, and King Philip 
his ſonne, And fo hee continued in this dignity till the laſt day of his 
life, which wasinthe moneth of February, inthe yeare 7:52, he being 
himſelfe morethanthrecſcore and ten yeares of ape. 

Such a father,and no worſe had this Galeaczus. As for his mother, ſhe 


was deſcended of the noble family ofthe Carafſi:& her own brother was-

thouſand pounds a yeare and upward ; d1d therefore provide him a. 
Wife, a Virgin of noble bith;called Yiforia, daughter to the Duke of -- 


Auceria, one of the principall Peeres of Traly, with whom heehad in 
name of portion ordowri> fixe thouſand five hundred pounds, He lived 
with tis wife V;Forie unto the yeare 1551.atwhich time hee forſooke 
roule, family, and country for Reljgions ſake : and in thattime hee had- 


by his wife ſize children, (foure fonnesand two daughters.) His cldetit+ 


lonne died at Pavorma,inthe yeare 1577, leaving behinde him- one ſon 
andone daughter :the fonne obtaining by inheri:ance the Marqueſdome 
of Yicum,(amonght divers other things) married a wife of noble birth 


afore his Grandfather Guleaczus died, By whom, as T heare; hee hath 


two children,to whom this Ga/eacins is great Grandfather, 
Now all theſe parciculars doe Ithvs ſet downe to this end, thatthe 
perſeverance of ſo grear a man may appeare the better by all theſe cir.

CHAP. IIE 


Of the meanes of his further Sanftification. 


T that time Peter Martyr Vermilius a Florentine, was 2 publike- 
Preacher and Reader at Naples. This man was a Canon regular 
(as they callthem)a man ſince then of greatname, for hi: fingular knows. 
ledge in Chriſtian Religion, his godly manners and behayjours, and for 
his ſweet and copious teaching ; for hee afterward cafting away. his- 
monkes cowle, and renouncivg the ſuperſtitions of Poperie, hee ſhone 
ſo brightly in Gods Church, chat hee diſperſed and Rravgely drove 
away the darkeneilc and miſts of Popery. Galearius was once content: 
at Ceſerte his motion to bee drawneto heare Peter Martyrs Sermon ; 
yer not ſo much for any defire hee had to learne, as moyed and tickl:d 
. Wich a curious humour, to heareſo famous a man as then Martyr was. 
accounted, At thattime Peter Martyr was inhand with Parls firſt E- 
piſile to the Cormthians, and as hee was ſhewing the weakeneſle and. 
deceitfullnefle ofthe judgement of mans reaſon. in ſpirituall things, as. 
likewiſe the power and efficacy of the Word of God, in thoſe men in. 
whom the Lord worketh by his ſpirit ; amongſt other things hee uſed 
this fimily or compariſon : Jfa man waikingin a large place, ſeca farce 
offmen and women danciog together,and heareno ſoand of iuftrument, 
hee will judgethem mad, or at leaſt fooliſh; bur ifhe come neerer them, 
and perceive their order, and heare their muſicke, and marketheirwea-. 
tyres andtheir courſes; hee will thenbee of another minde, and nor 01 


dy cake delight infſeeing them, buy feele.2 defire in himlelfe.to beare

they change their opinion of them , and firft of all begin to like

their herefies butevenuntied the knots, and braketheir ners, and delivered + 
himſclic, and mightily confitedrhem : yeaſuch was the working of God, _ 


as being ſometime in their meetings, hee Was {trongly confirmed in tne 


aoctrine of the truth by ſeeing and hearing them, Thus by Gods mercy - 


as eſcaped and was conquerour in this fight,

" Butthe deyiil had not ſo done with him, for another and more dan- 
oerous barte!] preſently followed, The Waldefiansof whom wee ſpake 
before, were at that time in Naples in good number, With them did G#- 
loacins daily converſe, their courſes of lifeand ſtudy being not farre un. 


like, Theſe Diſciples of F'aldefrs knewas yet no more in Religion but 


the point of Juſtification : and miſliked and eſchewede ſome abuſes in 
Popery ; and neyerthelefle (till frequented Popith Churches, heard Maſ. 
ſes, and were preſent ordinarily at vile Idolatries. Galeacrus for a time 
conyerſed with theſe men, and followed their way : which courſe 
doubtlefſe would have ſpoiled him, asit did apreat fort of them; who 
afterwards bcing taken and committed for the truth, were cafily brought 
eo recant their Religion, becauſethey wanted the chiefe and the moſt ex. 
ccllent peints,nor were not ſufficiently ſerled : and yet afteryards againe, 
not dariug to forſake their hold in Juſtification ; andtherefore commin 
£0 it againe, were taken as relapſers and backfliders. and put to extreame 
eormentsand cruel[death, In the like danger had Ga/eacizs beene, but 
that the good proyidence of God otherwiſe diſpoſed, and better proyi= 
ded for him: for his office and place that hee bare in the Emperours 
Court, called him into Germany , and fo withdrew him from his 
companions the Waldeſians : for the Lord had a greater worke to 
worke in him than the Waldeſians were abletoteach hjm : for there in 
Germany hee learned (that hee neyer knew afore) that theknowledoe of 
the truth of Juftification was not ſufficient for fajvation, whilelt in 
the meane time a man Wittingly defiled himſelfe with 4dolatry , 
which the Scripture calls ſpirituall* whoredome : and of no man did 
hee reape more ſound and comfortable inftruionthan of Peter Mar. 
tyr, of whom we ſpake afore, whom God had lately called our of 7:aly 
and confirmed him in thetruth. This Z/4rtyrinſtruged Galearims found e 
ly, inthe way of the truth, and made it plame unto him, by private 


conferences as well as publixe reading : for hee was at that time pub. 


like profeſſor of Divinity at Srraxsboragh in Germany, Galcacins fur. 
niſhed with thoſe holy inſtruRions, rerurned to Neples, and preſently 


relortingto his companions, the Waldeſians, amongtt other points,con. | 
ferred with them about the eſchewing of Tdolatry, and delivered his.” | 
J 1dgement therein, But they not induring ſcarce to heare it, preſently - +,” 
 forfooke him, for they would by no meanes entertaine that dotrine, - .. ; 


which they knew wasſure to bring upon them afflitions, perſecutions, 
lofle of goods and honours, or elſe would cauſe them to forſake country, 
houſe, and land, wife, and childe, and ſo every way threatned a miſera- 
bleeſtarerothe profeſſor thereof, Now thistheir forſakivg of him, and 
telling him ofthe davger of this profeſhon was another ſtrong temprari-

o8-to keepe him wrapped in their Idolatry, and to make him conten? 


himfelfe withtheir imperfeR and peeced Religion, But GOD which 
had in his cternall cleAion predeftinate hxm, that hee ſhould bee a m__ 


Jar example of conftancy to the edificationof many, and the confi:fi>n 
and condemnation of lukewarme profeſſors ; gaye him that excellentre- 
ſolution, andthat heaycaly courage, as he eſcaped at laft conquerour o« 


 yerallthoſctemptations and aſſaults of Satan ; and nothing could ſuffice 


orcontent him but the purcRaligion, and alſo the profeſſion of it : and 
chercfore ſceingno hope of reformation in Naples, nor any hope to have 
the Waldeſiansjoyne with him, and ſeeing plainely that hee could not 
ſerve God in that countrey ; hee relolyed undoubtedly that hee 
would forſake the Countrey , and ſeeke for Chriſt and his Religion 
whercſocver hee might find them ; and that hee would rather forfake fa.

_ departure; had I knowne cauſe, it would never haye gricycd mech 


ſo muck : But now that the cauſe is not knowne, what will the world 
judge, butthar chefault js in mce? atleaſt if they cannot condemne mee 
for it; yet how repcochtull will it bee to mee, when every baſc COMPae 
nion dare lay it inmy diſh, andpoint at mee with their egerd when I 
oc by, and ſay, this isthat fond woman, who married him with whona 
ſhce could not live, and whom her husband difdained to live with= 
all? This is that ſimplefoole, who isdeſolate having a husband ; and a 
widow, her hugband yet being alive. Either thall I bee courted wicked, 
which havecanſed thee to leave mee; or fooliſh, miſerable, and un- 
happy,who choſe ſo fondly,as torake, him whom I couldnotbceſare of 
when 1 had him, In a word, I ſhall bee deprived of thee « yea of all poſe 
fibility of having any other, andſo havinga husband, Ifhalllive in all 
miſery altogether without a husband, Theſe two copitations ofhis fae 
ther and his wife preatly tormented him, and the more becauſc hee la. 
bourcd to keepe cloſe this fire, which burned and boiled in his heart * 
namely,to conceale his departure, leſt by being knowne it might haye 


| beene hindred, which hee would not for a world. 


Yetchere was atbird and ſpeciall care thaz pinched him, and that 
was for his chjldrey, which were fixe in all; goodly and cowardly 
children, and worthy ot ſo noble parents: the more griefe was it, in that 
they were ſo young, as that they could not yet conceive What it was to 
wart a father; the elceft was ſcarcefiftcenc, and the youngeſt ſcarce 
foure yeares old : hee loyed them with moſt tenderand fatherly affeRie 
on, and was againe leyed and honoured of them. Iris wonderful! co 
thinke, how when his wife the Lady did give into his arres his youngeſt 
childeto play withall (as oftentimes Wives uſc to doe) how it were 
poſlible for bjm, and what a doc he had with bimſclfe to coatain*: from 
floocs of teares; eſpecially becauſe his cycs ſeeing them, and his bands 
holdivg them, and his heart taking deligtc and pleaſure in them, his 
minde could not but diſcourſe on this manner ; And ſhall I within theſe 
few daics utterly forſake theſe ſweet babes, and leaye them to the wide 
and wicked world , as though they had never beene my chit- 
dren, nor I their father? Yea happy had I bin if ) had either aeyer 
had them, or having them might enjoy them; To bee a father is a come 
fort, but a farher of no children, and yet to have children, that is a miſe- 
ry. And youpoore Orphans, whar ſhall become of you when am gone 
your hap is kard,evento befatherlefle, your father yer living ; and what, 
can your great birth now kelpe you ? forby my departure you ſhall _-

all your honovr, all your living and wealth, and all dignity whatſoever 
which otherwiſe you had beegeſure of : nay my departure ſhall nor one= 
ly deprive you of all this, bur lay you open to allinfamy, reproch, and 
flander, and bring upon you ail kinde of miſery ; and thus miſerable 
man that I am, ſhall therime bee cir{ed thar eyer they had meeto their 
father. And what can your wocfull mother doe when ſhee looketh on 
you, but weepe and wring ber hands, her griefe ill increafing as ſhee 
looks upon yeu ? Yer thusmuſt E leave you all confounded together in 
heapes of oriete, Weeping and wailing one with another, and I inthe 
mceae time weepiig and wailifip for you all, Manyother priefes,temp=- 
ratiors 2nd lynderarices affauked him, though they were not ſo weight 
as theſe formerly named, yet which might hayebeene able to haye hin- 
dred any mans departure, being in his caſe; as to leaye the company of 
ſo many gallant noblemen and gentlemen, his kindred and acquantance ; 
ro loſe ſo honourable an office and place as hee bare in the Emperours 


Court ; te leav< forever his natiyo ſoile the delicate Ttaly ; to deprive * 


himſelfe and his poſterity ofthe noble title and rich living ef a Marqueſ- 
dome; to under:akea moſt longand tedious journey ; to caſt himſelfe 
:nto exile, poyerty, ſhame, aud many other miſcries withour hope of re= 


govery forever; to change his former pleaſant life into all hardnefle, and 


to give a farewell troall thedelicacies of Tray, wherein hee was brought 
up; to leave that goodly garden of his father the Marqueſfes, which 
once ſhould bee his owne; the goodlieft garden almoſt in all Z:aly or 


2]! Chriſteudome; which was farniſhed with] plants of all forts, and 


theſe ror onely of all ſuch as grow in Traly, but even fuck ag wereto bee 


=c! our of all other Countries : this garden ard Orchard was fo exquiſite 
b: th this way, and in divers other forts ofelegancies, rhat a gicat num. 
ber -f men of all qualities reſorted daily out of all countries to ſee 
x. But this and all otkec the pleaſures and delicacies ofthis preſeor life 


could coe nothing with him to remove him from his purpoſe ; bur hee 


renounced them all, and refolyed toleavethem all, to follow Chriſt : fe 
ſtrong and admirable was theconftancy of thisnobleGencleman,

Vc it may beasked, whereupon was grounded fo great unmoveable- 

nefſe of this purpoſe, or whencecame ir? If wee aske the world ane 
common judgement, they will anſwere that doubtlefſe mclancholike hue - 
mours preyailivg in him, ſpoiled rhe man of his j:idgement and nacurall 
affcRions, and impaired common ſenſe and reaſon; and thence proceeded 
this obſtinate and deſperate purpoſe, as the world judgeth ef ir, Bur if a 
man lift up his eyes higher and behold rhe matter more ſerioufly, hee 
might haye manifeſtly ſeene that ic cameto pale by themercifull blefling 
and ſtrong hand of God, who from all eternicy had predeſtigate him, 
chat hee ſhouldftand ſo unmoyeable againft all remptations and continue 
in onetenour ftedy and ftedfaſt,untill he had made yoide all theattempts 
of Satan, and removed all the flumbling blockes which his fleſh and 
blood andcarnall reaſon could caſt in the way ; for the which purpoſe 
theſpirit of God cnabled him to reaſon with himſelfe on this ſort ; Thou 
Lord art hee whodrew and deliyeredſt me out of the rhicke and muſty 
darkenefſe of igrorance, and haftenlightined my minde withthe light of

With theſe and ſuch like holy meditations and 0+ 
ther holy meanes, he overcame at laſt theattewpts of Satan, all his own

And as for Galearima, hee had builded his 
houſe onthe rocke , and-founded j: fo ſare; thatno wind, no raine, nay 
no flouds of griefes, nor tempeclts of croubles, nor whirlewind of temprt- 
eations ccnid once remoye him : and fo he continued reſolute at a Chri= 


ftian4o v11ier and conquerovr ; fully minded ro l-aye his countrey at the 
' next opportunity he could take : his mind I cannot tell whether more ra=- 


viſhed with joy ore way , or more perplexed with oriefeanother way;

but berwixe joy and priefehe ſtill continued his purpoſe, untill at laft his 
ipiritaall joy ev:rcomming his naturall and carvall priefe, he fully con- 


cluded thar in deſpight of the devill and all impediments in the world, .

How he performed bit hereicallreſolition leaving allfor Chrift, 
and going to Geneva. | 


V Hereupon making knowne his mindebrttoafew , and thoſt 


his moſt familiar fit2nds,and of whom he hope1 well for reli. 


gion ; he wrought upcn them ſofarre, as that they promifed and yowed 
that they would accompany him in this yoluatary and Chriftian ba= 


niſhment , that ſo they might enjoy thetrue liberty and peace of conſci- 
ence ja the erue Church of God. Buthow deep and unſcarcheable the 
judgements of God are, the event afterward ſhewed : for divers ofthem 
(though not all) who for a time ſezmed'to beendued and led with a moſt : 
earncft zeale of Gods glory inthis ation; when they came to the bor- 
ders of [raly, and conſidered what they forſooke, and to whar they now 


took themſelves: firſt beganto looke backe againeto [raly; afterwards 


went backe againe indeed , and fo turned againe tothe yomit of their 


pleafures, But this ingraritude rothe Lord for ſo great a favour offcred 


rhem , the Lord purſued with a juſt revenge: for purpoſing to ſerve 
God intheirpleaſures, and in the midſt of Popery, they were af cr -ta« 
keaby the Spaniſh inquiſition ; 'and ſo pu>likely recantingand abyuring 
Chriſtian Religion , they were afterward ſab3-&ro all miſery and infa- 
my; neither truſtcd nor loyee of the one fide nor the other. This fear« 
fall difſertion and backſliding of cheirs , doubrlefſe was meſ grievous 
tO Galcacins ; and verely the divellhoped hereby yet once again tohaye 
eirerted him-fzom his intended courſe, in makinghim bee forfaken of 
thoſc by whoſe compazy and {>eicty he hoped to have been greatly com< 
forte in this diſcomfortable voyage. Batnotwithſtanding all this, G- 
leacirugcontinued reſoluteinhis purpoſe, and at.laftfinding opportuniry, 
atrempred his departure, and made fit for it ; yet made no ſhew of any 
iuch marec; but rather coloured and conceeted his intents, leſt the att= 
thority of H45 father mightany way hinderhkis fo godly a purpoſe : and 
£2 gathering ropether tome thouſand markes of bis mothers goods 


| Which ſhe had left him: on the oneand twentieth of March, 1551. In 


the yeere of his a oethe foure: n:1 thirticth , he departed from Naples iv 
manner as he was wont todoc afore , making it knownerhat he purpo- 
ſed to po into Germany to the Emperour ; who at that time held his 
court ar eAuſpurge : and thither indeed hee went accorgingly: and:

Antichriſt; preſently hee joyned kimſife in 
Friendſhip, and yeelded himfelfe ro the inſtruction of Maſter Zohn Cal- 
vine,the:chiefe Miniſter and preacher ef char Chvrch. Calvine being a

came to Naples, and. were made knowne in the Emperours Conrt : it 
would ſcarce be bekeved or thought, how ſtrangely it affeQedand mo- 
ved 311 chat heard it. All men wondred atit, andthe moftcould net 


beperſwaded it was fo; bur when ir was certainely kyowneand out of: 
dgubr,it was ftrangeto ſee, howeyery mangavehiy yerdifof che matter: -

aſſure him of nothing to follow hereupon but infamy end reproch, yes 
the utter undoing and ſubyerfion ofhis wholeeſtateand famil y;noewirh- 
ftanding, pafſing over thar fic of forrow as ſoone and as exlily as hee 
could, the wretched and carefull old man beganne to bethinke him- 
ſelfe by what mcanes hee might prevene ſomiſerable a ruine and fall, 
which ſeemed to hangoyer bim and bis.

FN Aleacina had 2 coſen-german, whem alwaies hee eſtcenice

commiſſion and letters full of authority, full of protettations, full of 
pittifull complaints, fall of cryings and intreatings that hre would 
come home againe ; jand thereby cheere up his old father, and 
make happy againe his unhappy wife; bee a comfortto hisdiſireſled 
children, a reioycing to his kinsfolkes, and torhe whole city of Aepler, 
and ſayc his whole houſe, and poſterity from that extreame rujne, which 
otherwiſe it wouldbe ſureto fall into.

| much more ſorrowfull thathe could not winne him to have gone with 
ha, in this boly pilgrimage for religions fake? but he ſomuch feared 
ro havebeene hindredhimfe)fe, thatheedurſt not deale withthis gene 
tleman his deareſt cofin ne nor with his wife, to perſwade them to have 
gore with him. The gentleman comming to Geneva inquired after 
Galcacins, Atthat time Galegcius dweltin an ordinary and meane houſe 
YR pena "eden 
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which hee had taken to his owneuſe, having no more' attendance, bur 
onely two ſeryants: thegentleman at laſtfound him'out, and prefented' 
himſclfe into his ſight: Ic had beene a pitrifull peQacleto have ſcenethe 
mceting of thoſe two gentlemen : their firſt meetipg and imbtacings 
weienothing at all,but fighes andſobs, and teares, and unurterable fignes 
of -oriefe : ſuch unſpeakeable forrow did their naturall' affeRzons 
breed mthem, that for divers houres rhey” could nor ſpeakea word one 
ro.other : butat laſt the gentleman, burnivg in defireto inioy againe his' 
dearefi Galeacins, but forthinto ſpeeches, and mixing teares and ſobs 
with every word, delivered his letters till he gould cometo more liber- 
Ly of ſpeech :andar laſt having obrained of his afteCtiotis leaye'toſpeake 
headded to his letters, exhortations, ſtrong perſwaſions,'eatneſFintrea-- 
ties, and withall plenty of teares, that hee would have reſpect to theo. 
verthrow of his houſe, the gricfe of hisold father, the deſperate cate 
of his wife and children,the continuallcomplaints madeby all his friends 
and kinsfolks: all which.notwithſlanding were not fo paſt cure,bitt that 
yet taty mightbee remedied by his retarne- againe; This was the ſub- 
ſtance of his meſſage.Ga/eacimetakingnoclone timeto adviſehimſelfe in- 
this-which the world wonld chinke ſo wajghty a caſe, addreffed him im- 
mediarely this anſwer in briefe : that he petceivcd very well all to betrue 
that hc f i0;buras for his departure it, was not[done raſhly, nor upon any 
tond coaceit;but upon mature deliberation ;hat the Lord was the author. 
of the aRion,thar Gods grace was the cauſe movingbim, andthe mednes © 
Whereby heebrovghtitto pafſewhich grace of God, heeſaid, had 'ope- 
ned his.cyes', and enlightened his mind wich the knowledsoe of-the' 
truth and made him ſee and diſcerne the coſenages, and ſuperſtitions, and' 
Idolatry of Popery, which-by an impiousand facrilegious deftribution 
deyiceth the glory of God (which is/incommunicable) and imparceth 
the ſame with fained and filthy Tdols : he Gkewifetold him that bewel! 
toreſaw allthe, infamies and'm ſeries which would enſue upon this his 
converiion : -and all danger .and damage which thereby bis houfe'and 
children were likely to incurre. Bur kce (aid, that ſcejng one of thoſe - 
_Fult needs beechofen, either to ſtay-arhome with a conſcicuce burde- 
ned with a heavy heapeoferrorsand ſuperſtirions piled rogether by the 
fleizhr of faransart, and every moment to fine againſt the Majeſty fo. 
God {0 many. thouſand waies ; orelſe to: leave his houſe, his deods his 
family, hiscountry, yea the world and all the glory of it, and thereby 
purchaſe liberty of conſcience to ſeryethe Lord according tokis word * 
that therefore hee reſolved ofthe two evils to chuſe thelefle, &ofthe two - 
gaod.to chooſe thegreater,and rather to ſhut hiscies at all-heſe, then the 
high ofchem ſhould hinder him from yeelding to the call 8 yoice of his 
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Saviour Chrift: who ſaith, That a man a not wortby to bee bis dif ciple» 
who leaveth not father and mother, ans chitdten,andbrehren, and ſiſters; 

2a and his owne life , in compariſon of h1yz, And this hee ſaid was the 
cauſe, why" he'did forſake parents, and wife, and children, and all his 
friends , and had renouriced"all his wealth and dignities : becauſe he? 
could not enjoy both Chrift and them, And as for them all, he was fox- 
rie thateitker they would 'nbtcome tohim,” or that he might nor more 
Gfely live with them , thereby to comfort chem. Bur as for himſelte, 
he ſaid, he: bad riches, and honenr, and joy enough : yea all ſufficient 
happineſſe, as lozg as (with theſe two ſervants and his little cottage) he 
might liyeinthe true Church of God , and, might purely.ſerve him, and 
might enjoy Gods word and ſacraments, not'being mixed ard defiled 
with the ſppe! Kitious devices of mins brain; and as long as hee might 
live in the company of godly men ;' and haye time and liberty ro medt- 
tate by himſelfe and-conferre with them of the great bleflings which in

. This his anſwer was as hardly entertained of his kinſman,as it was wu: 
looked for-aforeircame : bur ſeeing he conld not reply with any reaſon, 
nor anſwer him with any ſhew of argument 3 and perceived it hard, or 
rather unpoſſibleto remove the man onejot from his refo]ution; forthar 
he had grounded it, not on any reaſon or will of man, butupon the holy 
word of God,and his powerfull and untefiſtable calling; thexefore,with a 
ſorrowfull-heart he held his rongue, bitterly complaining within him - 
{elfe of his ſo hard hap, and uncornfortable ſuccefſe': andſo refolted to 
returne home againe; heartily withivg that he had never rake that jour= 
ney in hand : and fo at laſt he went indeed and tooke his leaye of, his be- 
loved Gateacine , but not withour plenty of teares on both fides, with 
many a wofull crie and pitifull farewell. And no marvell: for beſides 
neerenes of blood , their keneſſe in manners and daily coniyerfation to- 
gether had linked thems.in a ſitte bond of friendfhip : burthete wanted 
1m one oftkem the ſureſt linke in thacchaine, thatis, Religion , and Þo ir 
could not hold: 'and [therefore the world pulling one of them from 
Chriſt,avd Chriſt pulling the other of chem fromthe world : fo theſe two

' þ Nd thus at laſt he came home to Naples with heavie cheate..Whoſe 
approch being heard of, there was ranning on all fides to heare 
pood newes: but when he had deliyeced his meſſage; alas how all their 
ſorrow was redoubled upon them; and how his father, wife, children, 
and all his friends were overwhelmed with priefe : and the rather, be. 
cauſe asatthe ſame time an edit was. publiſhed, wherein Galcacine was 
proclaimed guilty of high treaſon : and thereforeall his goods comming 
to him by his mother , wereconfiſcate, and himfeclfe, and all his poſteri- 
ty utterly cut off and excluded from all right of ſucceſſion in his fathers 
Marqueſdome ; which thing (above all other) grievoufly affected the 
old Marqueſle, and grieved the goed old man art theyery heart ; the ads 
yancing and honourwy of his poſterity: wine onely thing he aimed at 
all hislife. Whereupon he_bethought himſclfe as old as ke wasto make 
a journey to (eſar the Emperour ,. and thereby if it were poſſible copre= 
yent this miſchjefe ; purpoſine to make but thisſujtero his Majeſty, that 
is ſonnesdepartnre'from the Roman Church, mightnot prejudice nor 

kinder the ſucceſſion and honour of his children and poſterity , but that 
he himſelfe might onely beare the punifhment of hisownefault,

Of the ſecond means uſed to recall hizs: hs father ſent for himto come 
and meet him at Verona; but all he conld ace by himſelfe 
or other swhom he ſet on , prevailed nothing at all, 


; A Nd whilſt he was reſolving of this purpoſe, he bethought him of 
another remedy and meanes, whereby he hoped to remove his 
ſons mind from his purpoſe , and withdraw him from the company of 
theſe hereticks of Gexewa, as hee and the world accounted of them. 
Therefore in haſt he diſpatched away a meſſenger with letters to his ſon, 
commanding him by the anthority of a father to meet himar a certaine - 
day appointed at the city of Yeroxg in the dominion of the Venetians;

Gateacixa receiving the 
letters , and being reſolved by his'owne conſcience, and therto whom . 
he imparted che matter ,that he might not any way with good conſcience. 
diſobcy ſo reaſonable a requeſt andlawfull a commandement of his fa- | 
ther, anſwered that he would goe; al:hough he feared thatby chis mee= 
ting , and talke of his father and him, his fathers minde would bur bee 
more vehemently exaſperate agaii.{t him : -for hee firmely refolved afore - 
he went, that all che threatnings , carrearies, counſels, and temptations 
that his father could deviſe: ſhould not ſtirre him one inch from that - 
courſe of Relipion, whereby he had-beguntoſeryethe Lord, With this 

| Purpoſe he departed Geneva, Aprilis 19.1553. furniſhed with heaven. 
ly fortitude, affifted with the prayersof the Church, and armed with 
conſtancie , and with the (word of Gods word; ' whereby hee hoped eo . 
ſuftaine and beat backe all the darts of temptations wha y he knew he. 
ſhould be affaulted. Comming to Ugrona, there he found the Marqueſſe- 
his father, who-received and-ufed him kindly , though he could not bur. 
manifeſt in his.counterarce the inward anger ard oriefe of his heart, AF... 
tera few ſalurations, thefacher began with all his cunning to deale with - 
him about his returnebome againe, laying opentoche full that perperu-. 
all infaryy , which was ſure to fall on his houſe and poſterity , unleſſe 
chat Galeacins did preyent fo great a miſchiefe : which (faith he) thou . 
eaſily maysft doe, andof right thou ovghrelt ro doe: and I know thou 
wilt doe, if there be inthee bur one ſparke of naturall affeQion to father, 
wife, orchildren.”

returne home, but he ſhould make ſhipwracke of a good conſcience: he.: 
proves it to him by geod reafons, and fuch as his father could notreſiſt ; 
and therfore humblic intreats his farher;, tharſecive-bisdefire is onely ro - 
obey the Lord, and fayc his ſoule;>rhattherefore he would not urge him. - 
to.reſpeR morethe good'eftate of his thildren,, then the glory of God, 
and his owne ſoules health.

riſherh in the ſame Church, and remaineth recorded ina booke for that

Purchen ler the Chriſtian reader judge what a trou- 
bled ſpiric and wofull hcart that good man had in rhis fo fearefulla com- 
bate bctwixt the grace of God and his naturall affte&ions; and what a tor- 
ment ic was unto him, to ſee themall ſoneere and deereunto him, labour 
ro withdraw him from God ; and ro ſee his conſtancy in Religion 
ſo ro grieve them, which was the joy of his owne heart. Yet 
raking vp with him{elfe as well asnatnre could, and comforting himſelfe 
in his God, heafterward dealt with his wife in allloving and yetearneft 
manner that ſhee would follow himher husband, and delay no longer, 
time, but come and live with him according as the law of God and na« 
ture required : which if ſhee wonld doe, hee promitfed her liberty ofher 
conſcience ard Religion, to live as ſhe wonld. But for his owne part, he 
r0]d her aforeband, asſhe ſhould after finde; namely, that hee was firme- 
ly reſolved to live and dye in that Religion, which ( by the hand of 
God leading him ) hee had nndertaken; and for the which he had for« 
faken country, kindred, and all thoſe excellent and comfortable blefhngs 
ofthis life, which God had given him. Herelleaveirto the reader, bur 
eſpecially rothe hearts of fuch women, asbeing wives, doe truely love 


theigþusbands, to jadge with what ſobs and hearc-breaking che filly 


Gentlewomen heard theſe words of her hasband, whom ſhee now faw 
paſt all hope to be perſwaded to ſtay with her; which ſhe defired above 
all worldly rhings. Yeti appeares it was but in meere carnalland world- 
ly reſpeQs, as the conſequent ſhewed : for though ſhee loved him and 
deſired his company never fo much ; yet beinga wife, worldly , wilfall 
andindeed a right Papiſt, ſhee anſwered him plainely ( rhough with ma- 


ry teares )thatſhe would never goe with him to Geneva, nor toany o=. 


ther place, where was any o:her Religion, bur thar of Rome; and that 
ſhe would not live wh him, as long as hee was intangled with rhoſe 
h.refies ( as ſhee called them ) wherebyirappeares that ſhee wasa car- 
nal polictike Papiſt. Shee loved him, but where? in Italy; andthere 
wouldlive wit him, butnort at Geneva:and why? for in 1taly | e2 might 
... advance her to the ſtate of a Marehionefſe; in Gerzeva he conldaor : there 
| thee mightlive wich him a life full of all delights; burin Genevaa hard, 
baſe,and obſcure life, and fubje& ro many onrwarddangers and milcrie3 
Fa which reſpe&s it was that ſhee was ſo inſtant upon himro ſtay with 
her. \Bur the concluſion was, her defire was to injoy him and Italy borh: 
bur rather then ſhee ſhould leave Tzaly and the delicicies thereof, ſhee 
choſe plainely ro forfake him; and co wichdraw the dury of a wife from 
him, Forir may in no caſe bee omitred( which afterward bee imparted 
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ids) that ſhee even then and 
there denyed him that duty whicha wifeis bound to yeeld to her hus- 
band by the law of God andnature : thatis, ſhee would by no meanes 
give.him due benevolence, nor conſenc to lie with him as man and wite: 
and gave this reaſon ; that ſhe was expreſly forbidden of her Confefſor, 


- under paine of excommunicarion, becauſe hee wasan heretike. Where 
\ beholdPopiſh Religion what ic is,rhat can ſeparare man and wife for dif- 


parity in Religion ; and can diſcharge men and women from thoſe 
duties of marriage with which God hath charged them. How this mon- 


ftrous unkindnefſe and nnwomanly anſwer pierced his hearr, letany 


Chriſtian man jadge, whom God harh honouredro bee an husband. Yer 
he overcame andeven deyoured all theſe trormenting griefes, ard beare 
chem with an invincible conſtancy and quietneffe ofminde, Yer hee pur- 
poſed not to beare ſo great an injury for ever, but to redrefle and helpe 
It if it were poſlible : andtherefore hee further proceeded with her, and 
openly and plainely denounced to her, that unlefſe ſhe would yeeld him 


. that matrimoniall duty, which by Gods law ſhee ought ; namely toeate, 


and lie, and live with him ; it would bee a cauſe to make him fue our a 
divorce againſt her, and ſo procure a finall ſepararion ; which ifſhe were 
the cauſe of, ihee might thanke or rather blame her ſelfe, who withdrew 
her necke from the yoke ofduty towards him which marriage required 
and which he for his parr faid, he would never have donerto her, though 
herReligion was fofarre differing from his. Yer notwickſtanding hee 
faid, tharſhe firſt refuſing him, hee had then juſt cauſeto refuſe her, who 
had firſt by refufall of that dury refuſed herſelfe as it were, anddenyed 
herfclfero bee his wife. And fo hee concluded with her, that unlefle ſhee 
would be his wife, he would nolongerbe her husband, This proteſtati- 
onnodoubt, amazed and troubled her not alictle, and vexed the wo= 
mans minde ; eſpecially for that he was ard had alwaies beene fuch a hus- 
band to her,ſo good and kinde,and every way fo well deſerving, that ſhe 
loved him as her own eies(therfore more was ſhe to blame,that ſhe eſtee- 


' medhim notas the light of her eyes: ) but chough rhis troubled her fore 


yer it moved her not to her duty ; ſo good a ſcholar was ſhe in this Po- 
piſh learning, rhat ſhe would rather incur her husbands, yea Gods dif- 
pleaſure than her Confeſfors ; and rather breake their commandaments 
fo holy andjuſt, than his, which was ſo ungodly, and ſo unreaſonable : 
andit alſoleffe prevailed with her becauſe ſheimagined he would not fo 


doe( though he ſpake fo bur onely did it to feare her, and ſoinfeare 
Hereof co make her yeeldunto him. 
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Sqeing hee conld net reclaime his: Dad, hee reſolved to vethrnzts 
Geneva :and of the grizvons temptations he endured : 
"where hee todke his laſt farewell of hut father, 
' ' wife, children, and friends: and of his 
' heaverily corage;in bearing and 
paſſing thorow then alk 


V Hen therefore the 00d gentfeman faw- all things ſofartea= 
'V miſe, that eyen his wife was agninſthim of all other, and gave 
him adecper wound than all other his friends; denying him that ſo- 
ciety and fellowſhip' which the bond of marryage yeeldeth, and ſeeing 
that the time paſſeq'without any good doing, but rather to theincreafin 

 oforiefe on all ſides ; hee thereforercſolved to depart, and fo callivg his

ſome his ancient familiars and domeſticke friends : all fraught with 
griefe, ard making heavie cheere; nothing was heard bur fighes, and 
ſobbes,and crjes;nothing. was ſcene bur teares and wringing of hands: his 
wife embrzeiog him, F: taking;him about the necke, beſecched him in 
moli loying and moſt pittifull manner, that he would have care of im= 
ſelfe of her, and.of all his children,and whole houſe;a; d not fo willingly 
to caſt them allaway, ' His, young children all. upon their knees, with 
armes ſirexched.our, apd hands bo{den up, and faces ſwolne withteares, 
crycd unto him to baye pitticon them bis owne bowels; and notto make 
them fatherlefſe before the time. His coſen andother kinſmen with hea= 
vie colintenances and watry eycs looked tufully on him; and though 
for griefe they were not able to ſpeake one word to him; yet every: 
looke, and every. countcnance, and every geſture wasa Joud cry, and 
a ſtr: ng intreaty, that he. would tay, and notleaveſo ancicut and no- 
ble a, houſe in ſich woefull and deſolate caſe. No words can fi.fhceto 
exprefle the griefe ofthat dolefull company, nor that lamentablc depare 
turethat there wasto be ſeene. Unutterable was the griefe on their (ide, 
and uſpzakcable was the torment and temptation which the noble 
gentleman felt inthis agony, when hee muſt either leave Chriſt Teſts

or l:aveall cheſe for him. but amongſt and above all, rhere was one 


moſt lamentaþble fight, which would even haye wrung teares from a 
heart of flmr, Amongſt all his children hee had one daughter, ato- 
wardly and geodly young gentlewoman of twelve yeares old, who cry= 


. Ing oura maineand wallowirg in teares, fell downe, and catching faſt 


hold about his thighes and knees, held him fo hardas hee could by 
no m.e:nes ſhake her off: and the affeQion of a father wrought ſo with 
him, as hee could nocoffer with violence to hut her ; hee laboured to 
brelocſe, burſheeheld faſter ; hee went a way, but ſhee trailed after, 
crying to him not to bee ſo cruellro her his childe 3 who came into 
the world by him; This ſo wonderfully wrought with his nature, hee 
being a manofa molt loving and kinde affetion ; that hee hath of- 
ten reported hee thought that sll his bowels rowled about within 
him andthat hjs heart would haye burſt preſently, and there inſtant- 
ly have died, his childe fo having him faſt about the legges. Butnot- 
vithflanding allthis, he being armed with a ſupexnaturall and heavenly 
fortieude, hee brake thorow all theſe temptations, and treading under 
foot whatſoever might hinder him from Chriſt , hee eſcaped our of. 
this p*rillous battell a glorious .canquerer ; aud fo leaving that for= 
rowfull houſe anddolorous company, heecame with ſpredero.the ſhore 
where preſently caki ſhipping,he cauſed themto hoiſt up failes towards 
Leſfina with aturmoiled and difirefled minic, one way, ſurcharged with 
: H 2 ; lorrow 
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ſorrow to rememiber the manner of his depaittite ; another way ſurpri-- 
prized with joy to remember that hehadeſcaped, And cyen asa ſhippe* 


in a tempeſtnous ſea, the boiſterous waves toſſing it up and downe is 
throwne about, ſometime touching the cloudes, ſometime plunged into 
the depth: So no doubt thenoble minde of chisxyoung Marqueſie was no 


Ieflediftrated with contrary cogitatious ;* being as it were jna laby= 
rinth of diſtempered affeftions : ſometimes he could not but remember 


that lamentable eſtate whercin he lefr hisfather, wife, and children: hee 
often imagined he was ſtill among them; he thought he beard themc 


and call upon him;hee thought he ſtill felc his little decre daughter claſe. 


ping him abour the legs and trailing afcer him ; neitherceuld he coreaine 
but breake ont” into teares ; neither could hee for his life but often looke 
backe atthat princely houſe, with all thoſe goodly orchards, gardens, 
oranges, ficids, and territozies: to all which he was heire apparan: ; yer 
all which he ſaw he mnſt leave for Chriſts ſake.

at thehelme, wich undanted courage ard 'markes his compaſle; and ' 
by his courage and skill together keepes on his right and ſiedfaſt courte 
thorow all the rage of ſea and weather: cyenſo this our thrice noble Gas - 


leacins taking hold cf the holy and heayenly anchor ; namely, a lively 


faich in Chriſt, and a ſtedfaſt hope in God ;hefurmounts the clouds, and. 


tixeth thoſe anchor-holds in heaven, and looking ftedfaftly witha fpiri. 
evalleye, at the trne loadeſtarre : namely,Chriit Icſus and the hope of e- 


ternal] happines;ke direRts his comſe towards the ſame withan heroicall' 
po, and heavenly reſolution therow the tempeſtuous waves ofthoſe 
earcfull temptations: and the ſhip that carryed his bedy,did not ſo fatt 
tranſport him from delicate [ralytowards Dalmygiia, as the ſhip of hea-- 
a yenly;, 
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venly conftancy and loye of God' withdrew his mind and nieditation_ 
from all natural reſpeAts and worldly delights and made it mount aloft in 
holy contemplation. And thus the preſence and grac*'sf Gods fpirit;ha«_ 
ving overcome the power of naturall afteRions ; hee began to cheere up 
himſelfe after this tempeſt : and firſt of all, bending the knces of his * 
heartto the crernall facherin heaven; he yeclded his Majeſty moſthear- 

tiethankes, for that he had furniſhed his ſoule with ſuch a portion thi. 
orace,as to withſtand and conquer Saran in ſuch a perilous bartef and 
for that hee had delivered him from the danger of Popiſhthraldome, 
from the inquifition , and from that perpetuall impriſonment both of 
conſcience and body which the Popiſh Church would haye brought him 
unto, had he not thus eſcaped their hands, Hee lik*wiſe praiſed God 
unfainedly, that he youchlafed to giye him time, opportunity, and gcace 
to diſcharge that duty to his wife the young Marchioneſſe, which at his - 
firit departure he had omitred, and. which o:tentim*s he had with great 
griefe bewajl:d, and that hee had enabled him to'omic nothing which

where he found many faithfull ſeryatits of God, and good Chriſtians ; 
who having heard aforethathe was gone to Views , Were ang 
| danihe? - poodle afaty; 


afraid forthat imminent and inevitable dangerthey ſaw he wat in , eather. 
to haye his conſcience a flave to.popiſhyani:y, or his perſona priſoner to. 
 Popiſhcruelty; therefore they ceaſed not ro pray for him night and day; 
and'yet for all rhat thicy feared greacly what would become of him, 
Bur when now ac laſt they ſaw him returae, both ſound in conſcience.and 
ſafe in erſon; and ſuch a glorious conquerer over Satan, and, over ſa 


np. | ons temptations with which che world and natyyall afteQions; 
had: Jailed bim': their feare was turned into comfort ,, their ſorrow. in- 
toJoy, and they all.glorified che Loxd-for him. And foafter. mutual! 
comfort givenand received , bee departed from Venice, and trayclled. 
thorow Rþetia ard Switzerland; where he viſited the Churches of the 
Proteſtants, and comforted them greatly with his preſence ,, and by tel. 
ling them what great things the Lord had donefor him :. and ſo by. the 
good hand of his God yon him., hee came. in ſafety to: Gererra the 
fourth of Oober in the yeare1.558, His fafcarrivall, broughr. excee« 
ding joy tothe whole Churchthere; bur eſpecially co.che: /raliav. Cone 
preparion: for his long abſence had brought them into ſome ſuſpence 
and doubt , not of any alcerationof his Religion , bur of ſome cruell and.

ble dipnities of the,Popiſh Church: and therefora-faich hee ,; retune; 
my fone this anſwere.; that jn Read, of helping; him to theſe prefer=

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ments, Twill pray forever to the Lord forhim , who is the father of his 
ſoule and mine, that he would open his eyes to ſce the truth, and thae 
he may havegrace after the example of me his fatherto ſee the horrible 
ſuperſtitious idolatries and impicties of popery , andſceing them to ab. 
hor anddeceſtthem,andrenuncing the yanities of all worldly pomp and 
honour, to dire&this foot-ſteps tothe Lord, and embrace his holy truth, 
andycetdhis foiile and conſcience obedient tothe heavenly calling, and 
ſo become the ſervant and childe of the moſt high God : whereby hee 
may 2ſpire and atraine to the true and higheſt dignity ; which isco enjoy 
the fayour and comfortable preſence of God, and his holy grace ; to love 
God, and to be loved of him ; and ſoar laft to be adyanced to that hea- 
venly and eternall glory which is prepared for them , who in tnis world 
doc ſorſake themſelv: s and their owne deſires , that they may in true ho- 
linefſe ſerye the Lord. Wirh theſe and ſuch like holy ſpeeches he anſwee 
red rhe diſholy and diſhoneft demand of this carnall papiſt. But for all 
that this importuvate and unreaſconable Jeſvire (for he was of that ſe) 
ceaſed nor to be troubleſome tothis noble gentleman ; ſill urging hing 
with fond and frivolous reaſons , and preſſing him with ridiculous argn= 
ments : as this eſpecially for ene ; he promiſed hima hvge ſum of mony, 
if he would returnce home: which airh he,lics ready ar Liens for you,and 
the brokersand exchangers rhere areprepared to pay it, And he further 
aflured him that ifhe would come agaire into Traly, they had procured 
him libercy efhis conſcience and Religion at Twrixg : and thercallo (hee 


ſaid) he ſhould finde a great ſum of money ready for him, But when this 


 Importunat fellowpreſumed ro prefic the good conſcience ofthis reſolute 


Gentleman with ſuch baſe arguments, and began to weigh Religion in a 
paircof gold weights ; then the noble heart of rhis holy Chriſizan could 
not bur ſhew ir ſeife moyed, & therfore in a holy zeale and ardent Joye of 

his Saviour Chriſt Jeſus, he cryed our , Let their money periſh with thes 

who eflceme all the gold in the world worth one dayes ſocicty with Teſs 

Chriff, and his holy ſpirit : and curſed ſaith he, bethar religion for ever, 

which ſhall wed men to the world, & divorce them from God. Gohome 

therefore ſaithnoble Galeacing , takeaw aythy filver againe , and make 

much of that droffe of the earth,together with your dregs of popery,lock 

them up together in thecheit of your hearts, And as for me, know it that 

my Lord and Saviour Chriſt hath made me enamorcd of farre more pre- 

clous jewels and durable riches:but the heayenly conſtancy of this holy 
man,drove this frantick papeſt from his bias into an extream choVer for 

he according to the nature of his Po pes holy religion, thovght that when 
all arguments had failed, yet money would haye won him, and 
therefore ſe-ng him fo highly to ſcorne, and ſo difdainfilly ro con- 
temieſo greatoffers , herhought ir yery ſtrange; and thegefore ſeeing all

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hislabour loft, and his beſt hold proveſo weake, hefell from money ts 
meere madnefſe ; and forgetting himſelfe, and his duty, brak our into ill 
words, and reprochfull termes: Bur when the Magiſtrate was informed 
of ir, and ſaw that this arrogant Papiſt durit {o farre abuſe the patience of 
ſo honourable a man, therefore by their authority , they forbad him the 
Citic (asthe. manner of that place is in ſuch caſes }and ſo this newes brin= 
ger had hispaſſe-pore to be packing, and to gee home and conne his fil 
yer, and there to bragge of his good: ſucceſſe;; for hee now could ſay by 
good experience, that ſo much money as was enough to lead an hundred 
popilh friers ro and fro whither a -man would , like Beares by the noſe, 
could -y touch the conſcience of one Proceftant, much lefſe make him 
I apl1 .

troubleſome temper , and this meflenger of Satan which camets 
have buffered him; bur he buffered him yea and yanquiſhed him, and- 
Satan in him; and he might report at home, that he found the Marqueſſe 
ficke in bodie,but whole in minde, yea that he neyer ſaw in all his life ſo- 
reſolute a conſcience, and fo courageous amirde in fo weakea body. And 
thus the Lord doubrlefle did in mercy to him, that being free fromthis- 
diſquiet companion, he might with mere comfort and letie griefe,  beare 
the burden of his fickenefle, which now grew upon him more and more, 
and lefthimnortrill ic made him leave the world,and till ithad tranſlated 
kim fiomrhis hispilgrimage ro his cternall reſt; and till it had made him 
of a poore Murquefleupon earth, a glorious King in heaven. ' Whote 
death as jt was wonderfully lamented of the whole Church for the unre= 
coverable lofſe they had of him: ſo it was a mercifull bleſſing, and a wel- 
com? meſſenger of God ro him : for it freed and delivered him from m:» 
ny (tormes of new temptations which the divell had raiſed againit bim ; 
for within a ſhort time aftex his dearh, there came to Gerevea certaine 
Monke, a good ſcholar , a gentleman by birth, and nearc a kinto Gale. 
acins; Who being pufcup with monkilh pride , and a conceie of his own 
ability for ſuch ancnterpriſe, thought ſo farreco have preyailed with Ga» 
ceacims by his nimble wit and eloquear tongue , as to/have: HO 
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him now8tthe laſt, citherto haye relinquiſhed his Religion , or at leaft 
bo have left Geneva and to have retumed into. 1ta/y (wherchis uncle 
had beene lately Pope) that ſo by his preſence and countenance, and the 
helpe of his great friends (which he had bothin the Popes and the Em- 
perours Court) his children might bee in more poſſibility of thoſe high 
dignities and great places in the world , which they and their orher 
-friends aimed at : and for the attainment whereof, nothing ſa much hin= 
dred them «8 their fathers Religion, and courſe of life. But hereturned 
home a proud foole as he came, and aſhamed of his proud and inſolenc 
Þirir; which perſwaded him by his yaine babling he could haye over= 
come him whom he found when he came to Gewers to haye overcome 
the world,and allpirituaHenemies,and nowto betriumphing inthe glo= 
ry of heaven. And fo leaving him and all ether his popifh and carnall 
kindred , gnaſhing their teeth for anger to ſee his admirable conftancy ; 


let us returne againe to our ficke gentlemay, whoſe end now haſting on, 
will alſo haſten an end ro this firavge ſtory. 
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H% long and languifhing fickenefle grew and increaſed upon him in 
ſuch meaſure, as his paine was moſt grievous; but hee bare it all 
with an heroicall and heayenly courage: ſo that it might manifeſtly ap- 
peare that eyenthe Lord from heayen did lend kim ſtrength; and as the 
torments and pangs of the diſcaſe increaſed , ſo hisfaith and patience and 
all heavenly yercues ſhone in him more and more: ſo that it was moft 
erue of him which the Apoſtle faith , as the outward manperiſted, ſo the 
inward man was renewed dajly, His body pined away , but his minde 
and ſoule grew from ſtrength ro ſtrength : and as a by-ſtander feeles not 
the painesof himthat is tormented or racked before his eyes: ſo hisſoule 
and minde ſtood as it were afarreoff, beholdingthepaines and vexations 
of the body, and being untoucht it ſelfe , did asit were laugh at Satan, 
finnc, death, and damnation ;. who by all theirjoynt power could do no 
more, but onely to yexe and racke this poore carcaſe with bodily diſea- 
fes, but were not ableto touch the ſoule,ro yexe the minde, or wound the 
conſcience, If any man aske the reaſon why bis minde or conſcience 
were {o quietinthis ſo great torment of the body: the reaſon was; 

| s forthathisminde was imploycd in holy meditations, as of the fingulac 
wif loveotGod his father unto bim inChrilt Jeſus, whereby he affured him-. 
"jy felfe undoubtedly of falyation, of the manifold holy graces, wherewith 
God had adorned him : bythe force whereofhefſaid, hehad borne off 
fo many buffers of Satan, had paſſed ſo many pikes of troubles and come

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away conquerour inſo many fearefall fights, as had oppoſed themſelyey 
againſt him in his.converſion, Theſe grttsand graces of God he weighed

e:6:mall weightof glory, which he ſaid, he knew was laid up for him in 


theforce of his ſickenefſe could apall him, > 

But above all chings he felt unſpeakeable,comfort and ſweetreſſe jn 
his payersto the Lord; which;he powre®qurt moſt teryeqrly, and wit a 
zealous and faithfull heart : and would often iay}rhatinthe midſt of his 
praycrs, his ſoule ſeemed to him'to be even raviſhed out of himlſelfe, and 
totaſte of the blefſed joyrs of heaven. © So that rhe ſaving of the blefled 
Apofile was verifted m him. 4s the ſafſertngs of (brit abounded mn we, 
ſo conſolation by Chriſt abounded munch more. To his ickenetle hee wan- 
ted no hr pe of che Phyſicians, for they came co him out: of ail parts 
of the:-city, and willingly djd they all doe their diligence about 


heaven, , Theſe and ſuch like medirarions: gheered up his ſpiritmore than 


his body ; whoſe ſoule they knew had Chiriſt Jeſus ro be the Phyſician 


*for jt, Hs friends alſo continually viſited him , who were of the chiefe 
men inthecitie; and chey were all welcome to him rich and poore: and 
it is hard to ſay whether he received more comfort by them , or the 
more {piritualledification by bimz his ſpeeches and behayiours were Fl 
full of patience, and ſo'well ſeaſoned with al! grace, All his friends per= 
formed fd him what duty ſocyer wasin their power;, but eſpecially his 
worthy wife did then ſhew her {clte moſtloving and loyall , for ſhe was 
never from about him and ſaw that hewanted-notbing which the world 


could yceld for the xecovery of his health.” Burali-was irryaine, for the 


timc of hisdiffulation was at hand, and he had1ymne the royal! raceof x 
moſt holy Chriſtianlife; and now nothing remained bur a b{:fled dearth; 
He might ſay as the Apoſtle did with .much joy of heart. Zhave riy 
#2) race, T have finiſhed my cenrſe, I have keptthe fauh : from hence- 
forth 1; laid np for mee a crowne of righteonſneſſe, which (hrift: the righ- 
ico judge will give to me, andto all ſuch as wait for bir appearing. 
Afeer tew dayes the yioleneec of his hicknefle wasfuch; as it overcame 
all power of phyficke; ſo thatit was mavifctt, that thatblefled houre ap= 
proached , wherein-the Lord had appointed-to accompliſh his owne 


good worke in him ; therefere he ſequeſtred himfelfe from gil care of his * 


body, and from. all worldly cogitations;herenourced the world and all 
in it; he tooke-his farewellof bis wife, 8 all his:Chriftijan friends,andfaid 
he ſhould leade them the way to heaven, Hefixed all his thoughteupen 
his ſoule, and ſoule andall on the Lord in heayen: and cried t6Chrift Jes 
' $us, thatas he had foughrhim all bis life,{o he yould now-receive him 
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and acknowledge him for his owne, Andthus all his friends fate about 
im, and as the Picachers 20d Miniſter , were occiipied in buly prayers 
and reading of che holy Scriptures, and appiying to him the heayenly 
conſolations of Gods word, in the performance of theſe exerciſes hee en- - 
ded hisdayes, wherein he had taken delight ailhis life long:and as here- 
joycedin them in his life, ſoit pleaſed the Lord that he ſhould hayethem 
at his death.
